a few foreign-owned. patches. Some 
parts have been governed by mod- 
-ern princes ruling with Arabian 
Nights splendor, holding power of 
life and death over thelr minions, |, 
maintaining thelr own armiés, and 
subject indirectly to the British 
king-empéror. 

India is usually thought of as eni- 
tirely British, but France and Por- 
tugal keep tiny toe-holds on the 
edges of the huge British domain.
